KING TO OPEN SESSION. 


The King is expected to open tho 


special session in person in which 
case the ceremony will assume the 
dignity and magnificence of a reg- 
ular 
opening 
of parliament. 
The 


King's speech will deal entirely with 
tho Irish question, and the debate, 
•which ordinarily on such an occasion 
touches on every subject with which 
the parliament has to do, will like- 
.wise be limited to Irish affairs.

London, Dec. 7.—Ulster's attitude 


toward the establishment of the Irish 
free state was expected to be defined 
today at a meeting of 
Sir 
James 


Craig's cabinet. A copy of the treaty 


signed by tha British and Sinn Fein 
peace delegates reached Belfast yes- 
terday, while parliament was sitting, 
but the premier delayed its presenta- 
tion until he had time to study it. 


CONSENT NOT NECESSARY. 
Ulster'-i consent, however, Is not 


necessary, as under the treaty terms 
she is given the option of retaining 
her present status, after revision of 
her boundaries by a commission. 


Favorable action by the Bail Eir- 


eann is thought to be fairly well as- 
sured and that if the imperial par- 
liament, which has been summoned 
to meet Dec. 14. is a foregone con- 
clusion, should the Dail approve the 
treaty. 


WARNING NOTE. 


Here and there, amid the general 


chorus of praise for the agreement 
are sounded notes of warn ns that 
trouble may yet break out before a 
final sttlement Is effected and this 
warning does not come fiom quarters 
opposing the agreement It is po,nted 
out that nobody has yet drawn from 
Eamonn DeValera, Irish republican 
leader, a statement as to his atti- 
tude toward the plan 


SINGLE ENTITY. 


Under the Treaty signed by Pre- 


mier Lloyd George and his cabinet, 
and the representatives 
of the new 


"free state" Ireland is to bo treated 
as a single entity in the provisions of 
the treaty, with special clauses pro- 
viding against the possibility that 
Ulster should refuse acquiescence in 
the 
settlement, in 
which case the 


Government of Ireland act of 1020 
will remain In force so far as the 
northern parliament is concerned, but 
with the stipulation that a special 
commission 
shall 
determine 
new 


boundaries for northern Ireland. 


PARLIAMENTS CO-OPERATE. 


Provisions also are made for the 


co-operation of the two. parliaments 
in providing certain 
safeguards in 


the event of Ulster remaining out of 
the new free state. Neither parliament 
however, will be permitted under the 
treaty to make laws endowing any 
particular religion, or to impose any 
religious disability. 


OWN DEFENSE. 


The treaty looks to Ireland in the 


future undertaking 
Its own coastal 


defence 
and provides that 
Ireland 


shall in time of war give the British 
forces necessary harbor 
and other 


facilities. By providing against in- 
ternational limitation of armaments, 
it further recognizes the Irish Free 
State's right 
to maintain 
its own 


military defence force.

London, Dec. 7.—A summary of the 


British-Irish treaty follows: 


Grants Ireland the status of a free 


etate with its own parliament and 
Its own army. Ulster is given the 
option of becoming a part of the new 
Irish state or maintaining its pres- 
ent status. It must act within one 
month.

LIMITED TO PACIFIC ISLANDS. 
As row under 
negotiation 
the 


agreement Is to be limited to the 
Pacific islands. Under the tenta- 
tive proposals each of the powers 
would agioc to consult each other 
before goinsr to war on any differ- 
ences that might arise relating to 
those islands 


The agreement, American officials 


said, would not deal with fortifica- 
tions in the Pacific, nor with ques- 
tions relating to the island of Tap. 
Neither would it deal with any mat- 
ters affecting China but only those 
relating to islands of the Pacific. 


SEPARATE TREATY. 


The questions at Issue between the 


United States and Japan relating to 
cable facilities and 
other 
matters 


affecting the island of Tap are to be 
dealt with in a separate treaty which 
was said to be near completion 
The 


proposed four power agreement to 
deal with the Pacific island is said 
to have already been given approval 
in principle by British representa- 
tives at the Washington conference.

The formal res-

Tn 
the method of computing their pav 
for mining coal, the Inducement for 
skill has been verv largelv taker, 
awav from them, 
so 
that an un- 


skilled miner or a 
careless 
minor 


gets Just as large a return for his 
work as a hlghlv skilled miner who 
use? all his skill in the production 
of coal. 


Therp Is no Inducement for him to 


do anything else but got out Quanti- 
ty, Quality floes not 
count and he 


gets nothing for Quality, but only 
for Quantity. 


Before the Mine Run system was 


introduced a miner was paid very 
largely for Qualitv. because bis pay 
was gauged by the Quality of his 
coal. When the change -Mis made it 
was made on the basis that he was 
paid as much for a ton of mine run 
coal as tho ton 
formerly 
brought 


him for the lump coal In It. 


For example. If the ton formerly 


contained a half ton of lump coal nnd 
the price was one dollar per ton. then 
the Mine Run price was fifty cents for 
the ton of mine run coal. But that 
took away -the Incentive for making 
as much lump coal out of a ton of 
coal In the coal seam as skill could 


and the fine coal corresp&ndingly in- 
creased. 


As the law of supply and demand 


is still in effect, the Increased pro- 
duction of fine 
coal depressed the 


price and enhanced the price of the 
lessened lump coal, and as lump coal 
is essentially 
a domestic coal the 


price for Dwelling o.r household coal 
increased. So that at the present time 
fine coal 
used for 
manufacturing 


purposes almost exclusively 
is far 


below the 
cost of production. The

The result Is a 
general loss throughout the league, 
rather than a tidy profit, If the mag- 
nates observed the salary limitations.

the well was started in the estima- 
tion o£ the geologist." That is to say 
that the strata which the well has 
passed through indicates that there 
is a deposit of oil to be found. Nia- 
gara, rock was found 200 feet higher 
Uian was expected and this indicates 
that the well is being sunk Into an 
incline or dome and that is where oil 
is always found. 


The well has reached a depth of 


1380 feet and is still going through 
Niagara limestone. 
The estimated 


thickness of this limestone stratum 
is 700 foot and the drill Is now about 
half way through it. 
The progress

ance of salt water and this was to be 
expected.

City, formerly editor of the Survey 
and now associate editor of the same 
Journal, in his talk before the mem- 
bers o£ the City club at Its luncheon 
at the Y. M. C. A. annex Wednes- 
day noon. 


Dr. Devine who is a cultured and 


effective speaker, talked convincing- 
ly on the community chest, a subject 
which is now being seriously con- 
sidered as a possible plan for 
the 


handling of the charitable, philan- 
thropic, welfare and similar organ- 
izations in Decatur.
